Weathsr  Oonditious:  hot,  humid,  eomsvhat  hazy,  few  If  ajiy  stars, 

brisk  breeze,  not  too  dark. 

Goneral  appearanoe  of  lights  or  objects:  definitely  circular  in 

appearance,  although  during  their  fastest  movement,  they  appesred 
to  have  a tail.  Observer  readily  admits jhowevor , that  this  could 

easily  be  due  to  a blurring  effect  caused  by  rapid  acceleration  and 

■ 

greater  speed . 

Color:  off-vihito  as,  perhaps,  the  moon  in  half-stage  as  seen 
behind  thin,  h-azy  clouds.  Vo  specific  color  tone,  but  definitely 
not  snow-white.  Itiges  not  clearly  defined,  but  definitely  circular 
i'o  impression  of  object  being  spherical,  but  cannot  be  positive 
that  it  wasn't  tbroe-diiriensional . Ko  impression  of  solidity,  but 
cannot  be  positive  that  it  v^as  not  solid. 

First  impression  and  description:  Thought  it  (they)  was  some 

sort  of  light  being  projected  into  the  sky  as  if  by  spot  light, 
beacon,  or  movie  projector .although  discoiinted  this  because;
